Military  Chaplains  and  the  First  Amendment 


People  always  ask  me  what  a 

chaplain  in  the  military  does.  This 
question  is  as  difficult  to  answer 
as  “what  does  a  rabbi  do?”  In  light  of  my 
continued  training  at  Fort  Jackson,  SC 
and  the  recent  Shabbaton  on  Interfaith 
Dialogue,  I  want  to  begin  to  answer  this 
question. 

The  Chaplain  Service  Mission  states: 
“While  serving  as  a  visible  reminder  of 
the  Holy,  the  Air  Force  Chaplain  Service 
provides  spiritual  care  and  the  opportunity 
for  Air  Force  members  and  their  families 
to  exercise  their  constitutional  right 
to  freedom  of  religion.”  When  I  took 
my  oath  of  office,  I  solemnly  swore  to 
support  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  This  includes  a  personal 
commitment  to  the  First  Amendment: 
“Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting 
an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting 
the  free  exercise  thereof.”  The  resulting 
charge  is  to  ensure  that  all  personnel  and 
their  families  can  practice  their  religion  . 
freely  and  that  military  policies  will  not 
impinge  on  any  individual’s  ability  to  do 
so.  Most  Americans  would  agree  that  our 
individual  religious  freedom  is  extremely 


precious,  and  no  one  should  be  placed 
in  a  situation  that  compromises  religious 
beliefs. 

The  reality,  however,  is  not  so  black 
and  white.  Military  guidelines  require 
religious  accommodation  except  “as 
must  be  limited  by  compelling  military 
necessity,  with  such  limitations  being 
imposed  in  the  least  restrictive  manner 
feasible.”  Commanders  are  ultimately 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  requests  for 
religious  accommodation  are  welcomed 
and  are  dealt  with  fairly  and  consistently, 
unless  approval  would  have  a  real,  not 
hypothetical,  adverse  impact  on  military 
readiness  (Guidelines  Concerning  Free 
Exercise  of  Religion  in  the  AF).  The 
resulting  responsibility  of  the  chaplain  is 
to  advise  leadership  about  the  spiritual 
needs,  religious  requirements,  and  ethical 
issues  that  impact  mission,  quality  of  life, 
and  religious  freedom. 

Two  examples  from  my  own 
experience  illustrate  this  important 
mission.  In  my  first  duty  assignment  at 
Hanscom  AFB,  MA,  I  was  informed  that 
a  clarinetist  in  the  Air  Force  Band  of 
Liberty  -  the  Northeast’s  regional  military 
band  -  wanted  time  off  for  the  High 
Holidays.  The  commander  and  conductor 
of  the  band  did  not  understand  why  the 
clarinetist  could  not  perform  a  concert  the 
night  before  Yom  Kippur.  I  spoke  with 
the  commander  and  created  for  him  a 
document  listing  all  the  Jewish  holidays 


and  how  observing  them  would  affect 
Jewish  personnel. 

But  as  indicated  above,  not  every 
request  can  be  fulfilled.  A  few  months 
ago,  I  received  a  letter  from  a  commander 
in  the  Virginia  Air  National  Guard, 
seeking  a  written  statement  regarding  the 
Jewish  faith  and  the  seasonal  flu  vaccine. 
He  had  a  Jewish  airman  who  claimed 
that  religious  reasons  preclude  him  from 
receiving  this  vaccine.  Some  Jews  have 
indeed  expressed  concern  about  non- 
kosher  or  objectionable  ingredients  in 
various  vaccines;  however,  the  ingredients 
do  not  impinge  on  the  permissibility  of 
the  injected  medication.  In  fact,  failure 
to  immunize  against  vaccine-preventable 
diseases  is  a  serious  and  compound 
violation  of  Jewish  Law.  My  answer  to 
the  commander  was  to  inform  him  that 
there  is  no  basis  in  Jewish  law  to  support 
a  request  for  a  religious  exemption  from 
mandated  immunizations. 

The  Chaplain  Service  operates  in  a 
diverse  interfaith  environment.  Whether 
an  individual  is  Jewish  or  of  a  different 
faith,  my  obligation  and  response 
remain  the  same.  The  Chaplain  Service 
seal  illustrates  this  reality.  It  depicts  a 
dedication  to  spiritual  care  and  support 
with  the  caption  “Freedom,  Faith, 
Ministry,”  expressing  the  banner  under 
which  we  provide  for  the  free  exercise  of 
religion  to  members  of  the  armed  forces 
and  their  families.

Jewish  Education  All  Year  ’Round 


Rabbi  Neil  Zuckerman, 

Director  of  Congregational 
Education 

I  have  spent  the  last  six  months 
thinking  about  the  future  of  the 
Congregational  School  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  In  a  number  of 
meetings,  I  have  presented  different  models  that  reflect  the 
many  factors  we  have  been  considering  when  we  think  about 
what  education  should  look  like  in  the  synagogue.  In  the  not  too 
distant  future,  you  will  be  hearing  more  from  me  about  the  future 
of  our  school. 

As  I  have  been  doing  my  research  looking  for  the  perfect 
model  that  will  make  Jewish  education  fun,  vibrant,  and 
meaningful,  I  have  found  one  answer  sitting  on  my  desk  in  the 
form  of  a  pamphlet.  The  name  of  the  pamphlet  is  Camp  Counts: 
A  By-the-Numbers  Look  at  the  long  Term  Impact  of  Jewish 
Overnight  Camp.  The  numbers  are  in,  and  research  indicates  that 
Jewish  camp  does  indeed  work.  The  study  compares  the  attitudes 
and  behaviors  of  adults  who  attended  Jewish  camp  as  children 


with  those  who  did  not.  The  responses  cover  thirteen  different 
areas,  including  synagogue  membership,  observance  of  holidays, 
donating  to  Jewish  charities,  and  connection  to  Israel. 

Camp  attendance  increases  the  likelihood  of  adult 
participation  and  identification  in  every  one  of  these  areas.  For 
example,  those  who  attended  Jewish  summer  camp  are  21% 
more  likely  to  feel  that  being  Jewish  is  very  important,  37% 
more  likely  to  light  Shabbat  candles  regularly,  and  55%  more 
likely  to  feel  very  attached  to  Israel.  They  are  also  45%  more 
likely  to  attend  synagogue  once  a  month,  25%  more  likely  to 
donate  to  a  Jewish  charity,  and  30%  more  likely  to  donate  to  a 
Jewish  federation. 

We  will  continue  to  strive  for  excellence  in  providing  our 
children  with  the  best  possible  Jewish  education.  But  please 
know,  the  numbers  don’t  lie.  One  of  the  best  possible  things  you 
can  do  for  your  child’s  (or  grandchild’s)  Jewish  education  is  to 
send  him  or  her  to  a  Jewish  summer  camp.  It  is  a  gift  that  will 
last  a  lifetime.

the  pervasive  influence  of  one  person  on  the  musical  landscape 
of  contemporary  American  Jewry. 

I  attended  a  Jewish  educators’  conference  the  day  of  Debbie’s 
passing.  She  had  been  scheduled  to  lead  a  song  session  with  us 
that  night.  After  hearing  the  news,  it  was  bittersweet  to  sing  the 
liturgy  with  her  melodies. 

Debbie's  legacy  is  alive  and  well  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
In  all  of  our  Young  Family  events  and  services,  we  incorporate 
songs  written  by  her  or  by  singers  influenced  by  her  musical 
sensibilities.  She  will  be  deeply  missed. 


Park  Avenue  Synagogue  offers  three  different  Shabbat  morning  programs  for  families  with  young  children:  Tot 
Shabbat,  Shorashim,  and  Nitzanim.
